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In  th  e  sense  that  this  collection  contains  the  four-parallel 
groups  of  interest  to  numismatists,  it  is  probably  the  finest 
offered  in  years. 

The  pieces  offered,  herewith,  represent  highly  selective 
purchases  from  the  Cox,  Boyd,  Farouk,  Baumann,  and  other 
famous  collections.  Other  pieces,  secured  from  private  sources, 
are  coming  on  the  market  for  the  first  time. 

Patterns,  in  particular,  offer  an  opportunity  to  the  serious 
collector.  Besides  ’unique”  items,  there  are  numerous  rarities 
of  which  the  specimens  offered  here  are  the  only  ones  avail¬ 
able;  all  others  now  being  in  the  cabinets  of  institutions. 

In  the  ’’Whitman  Numismatic  Journal”  July,  1968,  revised 
prices  applying  to  the  third  edition  of  Dr.  Judd’s  "Pattern 
Book”  were  quoted.  For  the  most  part,  the  prices  for  this  col¬ 
lection  do  not  reflect  that  upward  trend. 

In  the  case  of  "proofs”,  every  reasonable  effort  has  been 
made  to  be  authentic.  Where  consulting  experts  cast  serious 
doubts  —  although  acquired  as  proofs  —  they  have  been  put 
into  the  "Regular  Series”  as  first-strikes. 

The  cataloguer  has  faithfully  tried  to  indicate  where  a 
coin  has  been  cleaned.  And,  in  particular,  if  the  cleaning  has 
affected  the  coin.  However,  as  is  familiar,  coins  of  this  age  — 
and  these  metals  —  do  not  usually  go  through  the  years  with¬ 
out  toning  or  tarnish.  The  fact  of  "cleaning  has  become  so 
acceptable  as  not  to  even  be  mentioned  in  some  cataloguing.
